THOSE CONVENTIONS 

Every year members of the Canadian Weekly 
Newspapers Association representing weeklies locat¬ 
ed in communities from Vancouver Island to New¬ 
foundland and from the Yukon to Southern Ontario 
gather in convention. At these conferences the news¬ 
paper men and women discuss mutual problems and 
ways and means of improving their weeklies that they 
may better serve their respective communities. 1 

This year the C.W.N.A. convention is being held 
during the first week in September at beautiful St. 
Andrew’s by the Sea, in New Brunswick. 

When newspaper people gather at a convention 
they spend their time between formal sessions and en¬ 
tertainment in “shop talk”. They exchange ideas, 
learn how others solve problems similar to theirs, 
find out new ways of doing things, discover short cuts 
which help to keep in line rising costs of production 
... in general they spend much of the convention time 
in gleaning ideas which will help them do a better job 
in their respective communities. 

Turning out a creditable weekly newspaper is a 
complicated process. Thus C.W.N.A. members find 
plenty to talk about. 

They discuss, among other things, advertising, 
both national and local, layouts, news and editorial 
writing, subscriptions, district news gathering, the use 
of pictures and other features, the development of 
classifieds, training of apprentices, care of typesetting 
and printing machinery, and, well, the list could go on. 

Weekly newspaper men at convention time wel¬ 
come representatives of the railways, advertising ag¬ 
encies, nation-wide companies, supply and machinery 
houses, federal and provincial governments and so 
forth. Over the years these people have proved them¬ 
selves to be good friends of C.W.N.A. and of the more 
than 500 newspapers which make up its membership. 

At such conventions as that at St. Andrews by 
- the Sea at least one speaker is bound to refer to the 
good job being done by the weeklies in serving the 
“grass roots” people of Canada, the people of the 
smaller communities. That always causes weekly 
newspaper people to chuckle for they know that the 
people who live on the farms and in the small towns 
are just as up to date in their thinking and ways of 
doing things as their city cousins. 

Yet there is an element of truth in that “grass 
roots” expression, too, for rural people do seem to be 
more sane, more balanced, more conscientious and 
certainly more neighborly than many who live in the 
big cities of Canada. 

• Gradually through the years out of C.W.N.A. ga¬ 
therings have evolved weekly newspapers vastly bet¬ 
ter than those of even a few decades ago, nwspapers 
of which the communities they serve may well be 
proud. That there is still room for improvement in the 
average weekly, no one knows better than the men 
and women who are striving week in and week out to 
improve the papers they are producing. That’s why 
the C.W.N.A. holds conventions.

GRAIN BINS 


WILD DUCK NUISANCE • 

The fact is that wild ducks have become a nuis¬ 
ance, a very costly nuisance. If the grain is swathed 
in seasons when ducks are plentiful as they are this 
season, it is an open invitation to hungry ducks to 
swoop down and beat the daylight out of the heads so 
nicely arranged in the swaths for them. It isn’t what 
the ducks eat that angers the farmers; it’s the bushels 
which they shell out of the heads on to the ground 
where the combines cannot pick it up. A visitation of 
ducks such as we have this season may ruin 50 acres 
of swathed wheat in a few days’ feeding. And 50 acres 
of wheat, a thousand to 1,500 bushels, are worth $1,- 
500 to $2,000. 

We do not know what the answer is. But we do 
know it is not the answer of the officials of the game 
branch of the Alberta Government—to put up scare¬ 
crows, to go out and fire a gun off to scare the birds 
out of a field but don’t dare kill any of them. We sug¬ 
gest that some farmer hire one of these officials to 
guard a half-section of swathed wheat and keep all 
the ducks off, especially if the field is anywhere near 
a lal^e where the ducks rest during the hot mid-day 
hours. We know what the answer would be. 

It would seem to us that fish and game enthus¬ 
iasts and game branch officials should work with tire 
farmers to prevent the heavy grain losses they have 
had to take the past couple of seasons. Certainly an 
open season starting with the harvest should be con¬ 
sidered in relation to the number of locally raised wild 
ducks and the earliness of the harvest. We’re not go¬ 
ing to suggest that farmers ought to take the law into 
their own hands. But their desperation must be a 
great temptation. —The Lethbridge Herald

Wheat Stem Sawfly Investigations 


Wheat stem sawfly investigat¬ 
ions are an important phase of the 
research carried out at the Cereal 
Bleeding Laboratory at Leth¬ 
bridge. This includes the breeding 
of sawfly-resistant wheals as well 
as fundamental research on both 
the sawfly and host plant. 

The most important part of the 
work is the production of varie¬ 
ties possessing sawfly resistance in 
addition to good agronomic char¬ 
acteristics, New hybrids are pro¬ 
duced each year and are tested for 
sawfly reaction at several loctions 
in Alberta and Saskatchewan. 
I'rom thees tetss it is possible to 
determine the resistance of lines 
over a wide area. Only the highly 
resistant hybrids are retained for 
further examination. This includes 
testing for yield, milling and bak¬ 
ing quality, and certain disease re¬ 
actions. 

Chinook, a new sawfly-resistant 
variety developed at the Swift 
Current and Lethbridge Experi¬ 
mental Stations, was licensed this 
spring. It possesses better quality 
characteristics than Rescue but it 
is slightly less resistant to sawfly 
damage. Even the resistance of 
Rescue breaks down when certain 
unfavourable conditions are pre¬ 
sent. Thus, the plant breeders must 
strive to produce a hybrid with 
even greater resistance than that 


possessed by either variety. 

A number of research workers 
ure combining their efforts in or¬ 
der to solve the sawfly problem. 
Plant breeders, entomologists, 
plant physiologists, and chemists 
play an important part in this en¬ 
deavour. SVudies of the nutrition, 
life habit aniNraces of sawfiies are 
underway. Tests of the effect of 
different environments on the host 
ptfiTK. and studies on the sawfly it¬ 
self are imporfanj. in determining 
the fundamental nature of resist¬ 
ance. (Cytogenetic investigations 
are bJeing pursued, particularly 
with 'solid-stjem wheats. When 
these smdies/are completed the in¬ 
formation-will be valuable in the 
development of a breeding pro¬ 
gram which will * result in even 
better varieties.

Farmers will store a good deal 
of grain on their farms for some 
considerable time before It can be 
hauled to country elevators for 
sale. The following advice is ten¬ 
dered by Dr. H. El Gray, head of 
the Stored Products Insect Irwesti 
gations, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa: 

A granary with a' wooden floor 
above the ground is best for farm 
storage, and several small gran¬ 
aries are better than a large one 
for long-term storage. If “tough” 
damp, weed-infested grain must 
be stored, keep it in small bins and 
market it first. Carry out the fol¬ 
lowing procedure: 

1. Repair leaky roofs, window, 
and doors to exclude rain and 
snow. If the granary floor Is of 
concrete, cover it with moisture- 
proof paper. 

2. Clean walls and floor thor¬ 
oughly. Sprinkle a little hydrated 
lime over • the floor and sweep it 
about to fill all cracks. 

3. If insects or mites were pre¬ 
sent last year, coat the inside walls 
with whitewash containing one- 
quarter of a pound of lye per gal¬ 
lon. 

4. Fill the granary to’ the plate 
only. Ample space between the 
grain surface and the roof must 
be provided for ventilation. 

5. Open bins or piles are risky. 
If available, place on well drained 
ground or two or three feet of 
straw. Piles should be uniform
